DETAILED ACTION 
Response to BP AI Decision 

1 . In the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 5/29/08, 
the rejections of claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-11, 13, 14, and 21-25 were reversed. The following action is 
a response to the decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) 
mailed 5/29/08. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-1 1, 13, 14, and 21-25 are pending in the application and are 
allowed. 

EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The apphcation has been amended as follows: 

Claims 4, line 1 reads "The system of claim 3" should read "The system of claim 1". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-11, 13, 14, and 21-25 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 6, 10 and 21 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences has interpreted the Examiner reliance on 
the teachings of Duncan, Cox or Gundewar as directed to a method for automated projected 
planning with the entry and exit criteria that may include milestone, approval, procedure

completions and/or design or production events necessary to enter or exit the particular process, 
but find that neither reference teaches or fairly suggests planning milestones embodied in 
computer-readable media of the information technology data designated for one of the outputs 
having links spanning across two or more of the process streams. 

Because the prior art does not teach or disclose the above features in the specific manner 
and combinations recited in independent claim 1 as further interpreted by the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences, claims lis hereby deemed to be allowable. 

Originally numbered dependent claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 9, 1 1, 13, 14, 22, 23, 24, and 25 
incorporate the allowable features of originally numbered independent claim 1,6, 10 and 21, 
through dependency.
